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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant asserts that the Hartung reference 
can not constitute prior art to the instant invention since there is an indication on the face of the document that it was revised after being 
submitted or publication, and hence the revision date must serve as the priority date.
